I nvFS. — As the period for tbe election of mem- 
ben of Ccugrers in tbe Sun'-b approaches, the 
admission of such mein ben becom<.s a qaestion 
of the greatest practical moment, and is justly 
ergroseing a large share of public attontiun. 

It k perhaps juk {HMsible that in certain 
minds a misspi>rehension exists in relation to it. 
It will be recollected that daring tbe war Cou- 
grese passed a test oath to be administered to 
its members, which oath is in the following 
words; 

I have never voluntarily borne arms against 
I tbe United Stater; I have never given aid coun- 
j tenaisce, counsel, or encouragement to iienoiis 
engaged in armed hoetUlty thereto. 

This oath has not been reec'mded, and re- 
mains therefore in fall force and effect, and will, 
beyond all question, be rigidly enforced k the 
opening of the next Congress. The radicals 
will make thrir stand upon It, and hope through 
Us agency to be able to keep the South “out In 
the cold” onUl they can force nniversal suffrage 
npon her. To be forewarned is to be fore- 
armed. Tbe Southern people can, if they are 
wise and discreet and cool, checkmate tbe radi- 
cals and defek them. There can be no doubt 
tbat the President and the conservative mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and of Congress desire to 
have the South represented, by proper men of 
conree, but stU! repreeentad. But the test oath 
stands, aitd it is scarcely within the bounds of 
probabUity tbat it will be repealed prior to the 
organization of the next National Legislature. 
The situation must be met, therefore, as it Is. 
Facts mnet be accepted as they are, and not as 
A, B, or C may wish them. 

Tbe idea prevails, perhaps, in some quarters 
thk tbe representatives of the South will bs 
admitted or refused admission in a body. This 
we think an error. Wa think the above test 
oath wUl be relied npon to keep them out by 
these who wish to keep them out, and that no 
man who cannot or will not take the oath will 
be .-idmitted. AU disenssion, therefore, in the 
South as to the propriety or consUtutionaUty of 
the oath k at the present time a mere waste of 
strength. It will have and can have no effect. 
The test oath exists, and it will be enforcad. 
WLat, then, is tbe duty of the Southern people 
in the premise!;? What is it her interests and 
tLe interests of the whole country to do in 
vkw of the facts of the- cose? Manifestly, to 
elect eneb men to Congress as can and wUl take 
tbe cath. There is no other sensible course 
left. Some men, we regret to see, who are 
talked of in some of tbe States unrepresen'^ed, 
work themrelvcs up into a great excitement 
abenl what they caU tbe absurdity and nnrea- 
senabkneM of the oath, and scont tbe idea of 
UkiBg it. They expect, it seems, that it wUI 
be rei<ealed at their request and to please them! 
Simple met! If the people should unfortu- 
nately send any ot this kind of men to Con- 
gress, they wiU of conrse go there and present 
their credentials, and then lieji mil hare the 
pleature of going home again ai their own ex- 
ptntt. Such men are deceiving them- 
selves, and the only possible effect of 
electing them to Congrese wUl be to cause tbe 
dietricto whence they hail to go unrepresented 
till other and wiser men can be chosen. 
Congress, it sboold be recollected, is largely 
“Republican;” but there is as much difference 
of oi'inion between tbe different classes of per- 
sons who Urns st.v1e themselves as there is 
between them and “Democrats.” There will 
be several divisions and subdivisions, we pre- 
sume, among them, some raUying npon ceartain 
lines of paBgy antagonistic to the President, 
while othere wiU nnff inchin gly indone and 
support him. But there is not tbe slightest 
ground for believing that a majority can be 
brought to abolkh the tek oath ak present, and 
the probabiUty is tbst no serious attempt will be 
made to do eo until some time along in the 
seat ion. or perhaps not nntU the next succeed- 
ing session. DoabUess there wUl be some lati* 
tnde ot opinion as to tbe proper constmetion 
to be given to the oath in question. A candi- 
date in Virginia argnes that any one who had 
given a crust of bread to a hungry Confederate 
soldier cannot take it, to which the Richmond 
Whig thiu repliet; 

If tbe simple riving of a crest of bread to a 
Confederate eoldlar were a dDqaaUAca^n, 
then very many of the officers 'and men off the 
Federal army would be dkquMlAod, for they 
very o.ffen gave food and shelter to Confederate 
solcieis, leiscners in tteir bauds. Manifestly 
tbe question *>f mdtiee Is to decide this matter. 

If aid, countenance, counsel, or encouragement 
of any kind were given to those who were 
making war npon the United l3tate^ bceauee 
they were making war, and for tbe purpose of 
asskting them in snub war, then it Is clear tbe 
oath cannot be taken. Bat if bre^ were riven 
to a roldier, not because be was a soldier, but 
because he was a human being, and was suffer- 
ing or likely to suffer, the case is, as we con- 
ceive, altogether different Without question, 
there may have been acts that would imply 
motive, sneh, for example, as furnishing arms, 
but in matters of ordinary humanity it must be 
left H ;ibe conscience cf the party concerned, to 
detcrnciine whether bis motive was or wa-* not 
one of hostilitv to the United Sutes. Tnere 
can be no other ra-tionol interpreutisa of the 
oat^. 

No man who feels thk he cannot take the 
oath ought to be nomicated for Congress in any 
Sonthern State, and, if any such should be, 
they should promptly decline such nomination 
and sta'e theirreasons for it. Three geotlemen 
in Virginia have already done this, to their hon- 
or be it spoken. Boms, however, who know 
they are ineligible, still persist in running. 
Upon this point, one of the most distinguished 
men of the Old Dominion, according to tbe 
Lynchburg Virginian, holds the following sen- 
eibie laeguagc: 

It Is snrprising to me that a man of 'a 

admitted ability and good sense should be a 
candidate and I regard it as absurd, not to say 
crimiual in tbe people, under existing circa m- 
Etanres to elect each men. A man who feels 
and knows tbat he ia not eligible onght not, in 
these limes of trial aud trouble, to thrust him- 
sell before the pee>ple; but if he does so, the 
people onght to have the good sense to rebuke 
him. It is better to be unrepresented than to 
add to our prerent troubles by makisg up and 
presenting such isruee. We ‘wish to see car 
difficnliks ended, bat we can never see this if 
the policy which some men seem disposed to 
imrsne shall be adopted. 

The Virginian adds; 

If we were peimltted ta rive the name of the 
writer. It wonid strengthen the p-jsitlon we I 
have taken more than any words of onrs can. 
We will only add tbat he is a statesman and a 
patriot, and is so regarded by the people of 
Viiginia. We can only hojie that the counsel 
he now gives — though it pronounces against 

his own aspiratijus, it he could have any will 

not be disregarded by bis countrymen. 

The Southern people hold this question now 
in their own bands, and they can so dispose o 
it aa to strengthen the go >d iutcutlon.s of the * 
Gove: nment toward them, and hasten the day 
j of the complete rcsturatlon of their civil affairs 
and bind the whole country together in golden 
licks of friendship. 

It may be said that there are no men in the 
South who can take the oath. But this we do not | 
believA On the contrary, we think that such j 
men can be found in every Congressional Div 
trict In the Southern Slafes, except, possibly. In I 
South Carolina. It would be much better to i 
take any honest man who can sign his name, 
and who knows enongb to say yes or no, who 
Lb eligible, than to select the most brilliant man | 
who is not. In the former contingency the I 
lepresenl alive will l>e almoet certain to be ad- { 
milted; in the latter, almoet certain to be re- j 
fused admission. i 

We trust these considerations will be duly ! 
weighed by the Southern i>eoplA and that'a 
wise course will be taken. |

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^“Sone time since a delegation of South 
Carolinians held an interview with President 
Johnson with reference to the work of restora- 
tion in tkelr State. The President conversed 
freely and frankly with them touching tbe re- 
sults of tke war and tbe duties they were re- 
quired to discharge under the new order of 
affairs, closing the interview by ea.ving to them; 
“Ge home and tell your people thk I have faith 
in them and in their good intentions and 
promise^ and will do all I can to kd them in 
tbe work of restoration.” This expretsion from 
tbe President of ccnAdence in the people of 
South Carolina, given at an early period after 
his inangnration, was the key-note to the entire 
policy which he bas since pursued toward the 
rebellions States. At the time of Its utterance 
it was regarded by many as an excess of gener- 
one feeling toward a people who, for a whole 
generation, had been foremost in hoelility to 
the Union, and vriio had raised tbe Ant Aag of 
revolt against its jnst authority. lu view oi 
this fact, we have eagerly watched the course of 
South Carolina since tbe interview referred to 
above, thk we imgbt discern in what faith 
her people would resume their tree relations 
to the Government The people of no other 
State have cherished a stronger or deeper 
hatred for the Union than they. South Caro- 
lina was Indeed the cradle of the rebellion. Her 
politicians had taught the doctrinee of nnlllAca- 
Uon for thirty years; in Charleston the seceseion 
programme was arranged in 1860, and Arom the 
rebel batteriee in Charleeton harbor, tn 1861, 
the Arst gnn was Ared thk lit tbe Aames of the 
recent dvil war. But that mighty struggle, ter- 
minating in the overthrow of the rebellion, has 
conveyed an enduring leeson of experience and 
wisdom to the people of thk State. Is has 
overturned forever their long-cberisbed vlewB 
of State sovereignty, upon whieh tbe/predi- 
cated nnlUAcation and seceseion, and now, in 
the history of the bloody strifA recognize 
the complete vindicaUoo of tbe eovmtiy!5 na- 
tionality. President Jouueon evidently felt that 
the war, with its triumphant result to theUnion, 
would dearly teach this lesson; and hence his 
emphatic expressions of conAdence In the future 
lo.' ally of South Carolina. And tbe satisfoctory 
m.'uner in which the work of restoration hoe 
advanced in the State folly JustiAes the part- 
ing words of conA^eroo with which he bode 
the Seuth Carolina delegation “go home” to 
their people and tell them tbat he bad iaith in 
them and in their good Intentions and promisee, 
and that be would do all be could to aid them 
in tke work of restoration. The State Conven- 
tion which assembled k Columbia, several days 
ago, under the prodaiuatiou of Provisional 
Governor Perry, adopted the following pre- 
amble and rcsolntions as expressing the sense 
of tbat body in respect to tbe results of the 
war, from which we may gather the spirit in 
which tbe South Carolinians are enteriog npon 
the work of restoring their proper relations 
with tbe UniCh: 

Inasmuch ae a fundamental difference of opin- 
icn in relerence to tbe character, yowerA and 
polky of the Oovemment of the United Statre 
and of the State governments, which existed in 
the Convention which framed the Constitution, 
and, after more than three-riuorters of a century 
of political contests, resulted in a bloody and 
exhausting war; and whereas, when a people 
draw the sword, appealing to the last and high- 
est tribunal known to man, they should abide 
by iU decisions in good faith; and whereas, it is 
neither wise nor politic in tbe people of the 
South to continue any longer a contest in which 
they have been twice defeated— once by poUtical 
majoilties and once by the sword; therefore, 
we, the ])eople of South Carolina, in conven- 
tion assembled, accept, as the results of the 
war, tbe principles embraced in tbe following 
resolntioDS, and will snstaln them fully and 
faiibtnlly as a national policy: 

LietUvid, That the Union is the Arst and para- 
mount consideration of the American people. 

Eetotred, Thk sovereignty, a unit, absolute 
and indivisiblA which, in all nations, must exist 
somewhere, reeidee In tbe American peoplA and 
its antborized representative, within the limits 
of the organic law— the Constitation— is tbe 
Federal Government. 

[ The foregoing are vastly slgniAcant, coming, 
ns they do, from South Carolina. They indi- 
cate not cnly the good sense which the people 
of that State are biinglng to bear in the great 
task of restoration, bat also the thorougher rev- 
olution which the war has produced in the po- 
litical opinions of the mqst hxtr*me men of the 
Sontb. Before tbe war thOT beli!( the State as 
above tbe national Government; but nbw they 
assett that “the Union ia the Arst and para- 
meant consideration of the American people,” 
and tbat “sovereignty, absoluta and indivisi- 
ble,” resides alone in the American people and 
thtir authorized repiesentalive — the Federal 
GovtrnmenL 

Thus bas Sontb Carolina, bnt lately so hostile 
to all national principles, set forth, broadly 
and clearly, the basis of an indivisible Union 
of the States. Thus, too, bas a new and more 
glorious career been opened up before that 
hitherto refractory State. She has cast aside, 
and we hopA forever, the garb of sectional- 
Lir, and discarded those narrow political views 
wLkh her people have eo long cherished to the 
detiiment at once of themselves and tbe nation. 
Ilfrtafwr, a new political philoeopby will be 
tarebt in tbe schools of South Carolina, as in 
all the o'ker rebellious States ; no more nnllfB- 
cation— no more secession— bnt the principles 
of o£ enduring nationality. The action of the 
South Carolina Convention fully redeemed the 
promises made to President Johnson, and 
forcibly illustrated one of lie most important 
reEults of tbe war. 

Alexaniieb H. SrspuENt — Numerous ap- 
plications have recently been made to President 
Johnson by the iiersonal and poUtical friends ol 
Eon. Alexander U. Stephens to secure bis re- 
leaee from conAnement at Fat Warren. Within 
a few days past Mr. B. H. Bingham, of La- 
Grange, Oa , has published a letter, addressed 
to Mr. & W. Adair, of Atlantt, in which he re- 
ccunts two interviews which ae lately had with 
he President in reference to Mr. Slephens. The 
President evidently appreciates the case of the 
Dinstricus prisoner, and we lave good reason 
for believing tbk k an early lay he wiU be sk 
free to return to hU home it Georgia, wher€, 
we ccubt not, he vr.il exert his great inAuence 
to promote the work of restoration In that 
State. The President Is reperted by Mr. Bing- 
ham as Laving said, in his last interview with 
him, tbat “the Government did not forget tbe 
sacriAcea of anypnbUc servant— that, indeed, 
it wculd seem hard if In the day of misfortune 
eiicb cacrlAces should not be permitted to plead 
for him; but tbat .there wss a time for all 
things, which he hoped the friends of >Ir. Ste- 
phens would understand and duly appreciatA 
That, acting as Chief Magistrate, he must have 
a due regal d to the general trsnqulUlty and the 
good cf the whole country.” 

In the New York World of the 2Ath of Sep- 
tember we And the following letter frorl lion. 
George T. Curtis, acc jmpanlsd by a letter from 
Mr. Stephens, written in 1850, which has never 
been published before. We reproduce them as 
showing the poaltlon of Mr. Stephens at a time 
of extreme peril, when the very thanders of the 
recent bloody war were heard in the distance: 

To the Editor of the World: 

I have read with great interest the remarks of 
the Louisville Jonrnat and the World concern- 
ing the long impilronmest of Mr. A. H. Ste- 
phens. I happen to be able to bear tsstimony 
to tbe efforts made by him in the autumn of 
1860 to prevent a disruption of the Union. 
After reading tbe very able and conr- 
ageoos speech which he bad made to dissuade 
the Legialkure of Georgia from calling 
a Convention of tbe State, I wrote to him from 
Boston, where I then resided, expressing my 
sjmpathy in his efforts, and myderire todo 
every thing in my power to assist him. His 
answer I now publish, being nnwUllng longer 
to keep private a letter whicu does him so much 
credit, although it painfiiUy reminds me of the 
vain exertions made In tbe North and in the 
South to save the conntry from the disasters 
prepared for it by the extremists of both se> 
lionA Yours, respecifnllv,

0'^e London Times of a recent date con- 
demns in the severest terms the depredstlons 
lately committed on onr northwek cook by the 
rebel war-ship Shenandoah. Daring the past 
Are monthA the Shenandoah, regardless of tbe 
fact that onr civil war had terminated in the 
overthrow of the rebellion, has been constantly 
engaged in burning and plundering American 
merchantmen in tbe name of tbe “Confederate 
States.” Captain Waddell, the commander, 
though posseseed of full reports of the cessation 
of the war and the suheidenee of the Richmond 
Government, yet professes to disbelieve the rnlu 
of the Confederacy, on the ground that his in- 
formation b derived exclnsiTely from Federal 
scurceA This plea, however, wUl avail him 
nothing should he be overbaaled by a United 
States war-vsBsel; he will be subjected to 
the penalties of piracy. There is no ground 
existing on which he can argue the legality of 
h's present conduct, for, as the London 
Times says, from the moment that peace 
is concluded between two belligerent pow- 
ers, all acts of hostility are priaa facie 
wrongful, and this rale applies a fortiori where 
tbe one is so prostrated as to be incapable of 
making any conditiouA The “Cmfederate 
Government” closed Its career suddenly and 
completely, and thence all persons claiming to 
act in oliedknce to Us orders were left to carry 
on war or make their submission on their own 
responsibility. Capt Waddell, in adopting the 
former conrre, hae done so at his own peril, and 
he must suffer the conscquenceA The Times 
denonneca him aa a pirate from the time he 
ceased to act under tbe anthority of a govern- 
ment la ssas, and says there is no donbt that the 
Sbenandoab is legally exclnded from British 
ebeUer. “In other words,” the Times says, “he 
is engaged in a private buccaneering raid, 
and bas thereby made himself the enemy of aU 
civilized nations. Ge may have good reasons 
of bis own for sparing British merchantmen, 
bnt there is no good reason that we can see 
why he should be spared rather than any other 
pirate if he should chance to fall in with a Brit- 
ish man-of-war.

Will they be safe gnardi- 
ans of those Eame freedmen when reorganized 
and A.'ing a State banner?— Er. 

This is another of those mlserablA lying 
canards that are sent over tbe conntry to mU- 
f lead, to exasperate, and to prolong the fonds 
of the hour in reference to matters and things 
in tbe South. 

If “Governor Sharkey’s militia refose to or- 
ganize under the stars and stripes,” and will 
do so only nnder “the Sike Sag, the same that 
Aew daring the rebellion,” does any man of 
brtdns enough to keep him out of Are and 
water suppose that that gentleman would per- 
mit them to organize at all? And. if he were 
stupid and ignorant enongb to permit such a 
thirg, does anybody suppose that the mllltaiy 
anthoritiee now in Mississippi would allow the 
“State Aag, tbat Aew during the rebellion,*’ to 
reappear with or without any organization 
of the militia for a day or an hour? Would not 
the display of that Aag be a new revolt?

TLe Indian Connell Chamber to-day was 
crowded with the ladles and citizens and sol- 
dfen nntU bardlv a foot of standing room was 
to be found. Mr. Bendicof, lata a representa- 
tive of tbe Cherokee Nation in the Confederate 
Congress, K was known purposed a somewbk 
lengthy review of tbe condnet of the Cherokee 
Naiicn. and of certaia individuals who repre- 
rented themselves in council as having been 
thoroaghly loyal during the war, and entitled 
to the consideration due tte legal everywherA 
This announcement of Vr. Beiidlnot’s inten- 
tion to address the ComraissioRera had a ten- 
dency of conrse to AU tbe ConneU Chamber. 
The Commisaioners had already announced in 
an address, wnlch I give yon berewtth, that 
they conld and wonid not recognize John Ross 
as tbe bead of the Cherokee MaUoo. 

It will be remembered thk abont twentv 
yrars ago— I think in 1&39— the Cberokeea. hav- 
ing been removed from their Tennessee and 
Georgia reservation, were divided into two 
factions. One was known as the Roes party 
and the other as tbe Ridge and Bendinot partr. 
Tbe ill feeling that bad exfeted so long reached 
the climax when the beads of the latter faction 
had conclnded a certain treaty, the character of 
which cne will onlv know by conning the old 
Indian Ales at Washington. To the stipnlt- 
tions of this treatv tbe Ross party was opposed. 
Tbe Ridges and Bendinots were' encamped for 
tbe nighk on thrtr retnm from Washington I 
believe, abont sixty-nine miles above Fort 
Smith. The mnrder of these tamiUes entire had 
been prevlonaly concocted by the Roes party 
witbont, as Ross claimA any knowle^ what* 
ever on bis part of the plan. 

During tbe night the femilies of tbe Bendi- 
note and RidgeA living in the Cherokee nation, 
were aessesinat^. and Ridge and Bendinot, 
with relatives and companion* In tbe camp re- 
ferred to, were attacked snd murdered, ^t 
one of tbe Bendinots remained, and he is tbe 
Mr. E. C. Besdlnot who came to-day beCme the 
conneU to acenre John Rom and reopen the 
musty volnine that, heavy with black andbloodv 
deeds, carries with it. as Bendinot beUeveA tbe 
evidence of John Ron's cocapIMty with the 
perpetrators ot those damning rrftnm 

Mr. B. was hat two yean old when his fsmUy 
in one terrible night was hurried into eternitv 
by the knives snd tomahawks of tbCM aasassinA 
Ge was taken North, edneated, and began the 
practice of law In Memphis. At the breaking 
ont of the war the pernicious orinciplm that 
actuated the agitators poweased him, and he 
became one of the warmest, as be was alwsvs 
one of tbe most eloquent champions of tbe 
Confederate canae. On this occasion, tbe Arst. 
as he bas told mA during bis life, where he had 
an opportunity of confronting and emfonnd- 
Icg the man whom be regards as the murderer 
of bis family, be came to conncil with the 
history of that horrid crime burning in npon 
bis brain snd beart, and seeming to Are his 
blood and feed bis mind for omt stndm al least 
agaiiiEt him who made him an orphan and a 
wanderer. 

Judge Cooler esUed the council to order at 10 
A. M. As there were twice tbe numbw of 
delegates present that had appeared In conneU 
on any previous day, and as the curiosity of tbe 
genne sex must be ^UAed by the ocenpation of 
at least one side of the conndl chambOT, it was 
seme time before the fair creaturee conld be 
cc mfortably seated, snd the citizens and officers 
expelled to glTe them place. Qiiet being re- 
stored. tbe Chickasaws and Choctaws lat^ in 
rebeUion, pw sed throngh the ceremon v of ahak- 
ing bands with the commissiocerA The Choc- 
taws overbnrdcned. it is suppose:!, with a 
surplus of brotherly love, that Uiey had never 
before experienced, asked permlssiM to shske 
bands with all Indians who had remtioed loyoL 
Here again the ladies defeated a most excellent 
plan of ILatercIzatlon. It was disc >vered very 
Coon after tbe Indians began stirring thk it 
would be necessary to boUd a breastwork of 
bent hes aronnd the ladles to prevent the Indlaiw, 
with their careless, rough, and bnll}lng swag- 
ger, from treading on, and in many iMtaaces, 
tearing off their skirtA Tbe President’s heart 
went cut in compassion for tbe tender anditorA 
and be enggest^ thk the band shaking be 
deferred until the Connril adjourned, when it 
migbt be concluded on the green. The C iddoes 
and Ccmanchea next were p r e s ented, and with 
feces stern ae a battle-ax, and abont as expres- 
sive, went throngh tbe ceremony of ■hAing * 
handA I had snrfeited mvself with a long and 
careful scrutiny of their powerfnl framsA tall 
bnrly AgnrcA fontasticaUy ent hair, and rented 
perernA and was amusing mrself in carrlcatnr- 
mg the Herald correspondent, when, with a 
rather solemn and sepnlchral tread, a krtmgly- 
bnilt Indian of medinm height, with buckskin 
leggings nekly Agured, and a soldier’s cok 
half hiding his otherwise node person, stalked 
bv me, and I beard him announced as Cfeorge 
Washington, Chief of tbe CaddocA The chief 
feemed conAdent of creating an impresdon, 
and he did. 

I ronfeu myself ismorant of the cardinal 
princlplw of that creed tbat fe bwwd upon the 
doctrine of the tran8mn’:itton of sonto. If tbe 
preference of tbe rsan*« to at all regarded, I 
shonld feel myskf shocked with the bare sug- 
gestion made tn candor thk tbe “Father of hto 
cr>nntry.” the United States George Washing- 
ton, of hto own accord, reappeared on earth in 
the shape and babUlmerts ot the Caddo Chief 
that now stands befme me. And vet sneh to 
tbe venerati.'.n for thk great name nnas'ioer** 
ated even with tbe qnalKlos and deeds of tha'. 
great hero before whoee tomb I have seen the 
hardy heroes of this war bow in tearful and si- 
lent reverence, that, when the presiding officer 
introdtiocd George Washington, Chief cd the 
CaddoTA every mind felt electrically their horn 
age exacted, and everv tongue was silent. AU 
was ncise and confusion aronnd, until thk 
flows was mentiored, and all tamed tilentiy, 
instinctively to look npon even the broad, un- 
civilized, and swarthy featnres of an Indian 
Chief, who, as he acknowledged, bad aBsamed 
tbe name because the roan who wore It, a* tbe 
Ant Great Father, was the greatest and the best 
of men. 

Thi« simple fact to worth a volnme ot adula- 
tion to tbat tiibA Wild, ba’f clvUized, and 
uDtntcred as they are, they worship the mem- 
ory cf Geo. Washington, aad vrofeaa to have 
never fought against the Ooverament he 
founded, save by compnlsiom 

The ^minolee were next introdneed, and 
both partieA lotal and disloyal, engaged in a 
hearty hand-shaking.

Tiir CiiracHKS Mh itaxt. — M r. Webster was 
strongly <^<posed to the separation which took 
place some fifteen or twenty years ago in two 
of the most nmuerons churches of the coun- 
tr?' — the Baptist and Methodist— because he re- 
garded such separation as a weakening of the 
ligaments which bound tbe country together. A 
split in the churches, be felt, was ominous of poli- 
tical dhfolegraUon, of disunion. Mow coming 
erects impressed themselves u]>on the brain of 
tbe great m.m eloquent in his memor.nble “Rc> 
ply to Haync!” The religions bigots of that 
day abused him not a little for bis opposition 
to ecclesiastical as well as political anlagunism. 
But wasn’t be t igfat? Hasn't tbe logic of events 
justified, and more than justified, hi$ logic? 
Weren't religions convulsions but the heralds of 
the civil which followed? Weaken a part of an 
edifice, and tbe eifect is felt through the whole 
of it. 

The attempt ,il permanent political separa- 
tion having tailed so tigually and disastrously, 
Union men have bt-en looking with some interest 
to tee whether the new order of things would 
be strengthened by a reunion of the different 
churches. Tbe split in the Old School Presby. 
letian and Protestant Episcopal Churches 
did not take place until tbe war 
broke ouL Thoee organizatiocs, to thrir 
everlasting credit be it si>oken, held firm their 
religio -08 ss well as civil unionism down to the 
very moment when the fiery conreers of war 
plncged madly into its abysses. 

The prospects thus far for renewed harmonv in 
the Methodist and Presby terianChnrehas we most 
confess are cot very flattering. Tbe Bishops of the 
Sontbern Methodist Charcb have recently pnt 
forth Ml address which throws cold water npon 
any rcunimi, at least for the at present. It ani- 
madverts npon Northern Methodism as having 
become political, and intimates pretty broadly 
that its clergy “preach another gos]>el” from 
that of the original foanders of the church. 
This has greatly excited tbe Northern brethren, 
and their organs “pilch into” tbe Sontbern Bish- 
ops fo a very lively: manner. The New York 
Methodist — whose came should be changed to 
, Methodist Politician— even threatens them with 
civil vengeance if they don't behave better. As 
impartial and outside critics, we are free to de- 
clare that the Boutberu address breathes a 
much more Christian spirit than tbe Methodist 
does. Take the following as a specimen from 
one of its editorialf: 

The policy of conciliation is but an experi- 
ment. It is already carried to an extent with- 
out a patallel fo all history. If it is abo-sed — if 
our c^neroub treatment of the conquered is to 
be repaid with insult — if loyal eburcUes are to 
^attacked because they have aide! the Union 
, in tbe day of its peril, and have given their 
sanction to emaucipitkin— there may be a re- 
action which will be neither pleasant nor com- 
lortahlc to the beads of Sohthera Methodism. 
The Sooth has pot y et recovered its civil rights, 
and may so act as to protract its period ot 
probation. 

Tbie seems very much like shifting tbe con- 
troversy from religions to political grounds, 
and sounds like an emanation from a “blood- 
hound of Zion.” Do such infuriated organs 
imagine that tbe Government is going to en- 
gage in a crusade to crmpel ecclesiastical re- 
union and force submission to religious doml- 
natioD at tbe point of tbe bayonet? This al- 
lusion to the “heads of Southern Methodism’^ 
emacks rather too strongly of cutting off the 
head for the good of tbe soul through the grace 
of God, and carries ni back a few hundred 
years, when points of faith were settled by the 
Bute, and enforced by sundry sharp and tell- 
irg arguments not now recognized as valid or 
orthodox. Wc pray these reverend belllgereuts 
to draw it more mildly. Tbe kind of victory 
they profess to wish for isn't achieved in this way. 
Very few sinner* even will recognize in it the ring 
of tbe metal from the Sermon on the Mount: 
bat they wiU regard it as inspired rather from 
quite a different source, from a place that shall 
be ntmelees. Can't these eocleslastical gentie- 
run who sometimes talk so i>atheUcally about 
the divine virtae of forgiveness practice a little 
of it tbemsrives for the benefit of tbe world? 
Can’t they forget and forgive a Uakf Let them 
turn to Shakespeare, If they don’t believe the 
Bible, and learn what be says about obtaining 
pardon if strict Jnstioe were meted out to falli- 
ble mortals. In a common quarrel it is rather 
probable that both rides may be to blame, and 
charity wonld suggest that tbe past be forgot- 
tea. This is tbe^ay we must do in the Bute. 
^ Can't the Church be as easily reconciled? Does 
•Christianity make Us followers hate each other? 
Much may of coarse be said on both sides. Is 
it prndenf, will U conduce to harmony to say- it, 
bowevei? 

In the Episcopal Cbnrch there is a rather bet- 
ter spirit exhibited, though there are some who 
Kcm disposed to stick it out as long as 
poeeiUe. The Senior Bishop of the church- 
Hopkfru, of Vermont^as issued an admi- 
rable address or circular in favor of re- 
union, which has been generally responded 
to by the church in North Carolina, Georgia, 
Arkanus, and Texas, and perhaps in other 
States. North Carolinn delegatee have been elect- 
ed to the General Convention now in sesrion 
at Pluladslphia, and it is quite probable 
that delegates will be present from nearly all 
the Bonthern Btate*. The Bishop of Alabama, 
it is to be regretted, manifests a morose temper. 
He some months ago issued a circular to 
the Episcopal clergy of the State not to nse the 
prayw “for tbe President and all in authorUy’ 
prescribed by the canon of the church on the 
ground that the “authority'' referred to means 
aril authority aad, inasmuch as there is no 
dvll authority in Alabama, therefore he can’t 
pray for any! For such refusal the telegraph 
say* he has been arrested by order of Major- 
General Thomas, and tbe Episcopal Churches of 
Alabsina ordered to be dosed. We regret both 
the Bishop's transcendental mullshncss and this 
order cf General Thomas. We don’t think the 
ticneral has any right to dose the chnrchee be- 
t anse the Bishop prays or doesn’t pray for the 
I’rcrident “or any other msn.” We don’t be- 
lieve tbe President cares a fig about it, and we 
hope he will promptly conntennand this order. 
Better leave all such questions to time and the 
common sense of the people. We do not doubt 
General Thomas's motives, but we think his 
philosopbyr in respect to the order in queJtlon at 
fault. The Btate cannot, by the genius of 
our institutions, crofs tbe threshold of tbe 
Cburcb and prescribe or prohibit any form of 
prayer. This is beyond its province. It may- 
be said that the refosal to nse the prayer for tbe 
Free ident shows a rebellions dispe^tion, and is 
in fact, a refusal to recogulz* the authority of 
the United States. All that may be true, but 
cnksesDch disposition shows itself otherwise 
than in proi>eriy religions acto the Govern- 
ment, we repeat, cannot touch it without in- 
flinging prlndploe bdd sacred by the great 
mass of tbe American people. If a clergyman 
sbcnld preach revolt in his pulpit, should insti- 
gate rcsistsnoe to the Government, the quee- 
tion, iben, aesnmes a very different aspect. Tbe 
c’trgymaE fo that esse prostUntos his pulpit and 
cannot plead its sanctity to,£hirid him from the 
rouH qnences ot hk acts. 

We arc not trying to excuse Bishop Wilmer. 
We think be has manifested a very improper 
spirit, and one not at all fit to be imitated either 
by tbe laity or clergy of his church. The Mo- 
Mie Register apologizes for him upon the 
ground that tbe obnoxious circular was issued 
on tbe 20th of June last. We don’t eec that 
that helps the matter any-. There has been an 
elapse of nearly fonr months since that date, 
tnd the Bishop could fo an hour have supple- 
mented hk circular and made everything 
straight if he bad been disposed to do It. 

If tbe Bkbop k ao envenomed that he can’t 
I>rayfor tbe President ot tbe United 8tate% 
there k little likelihood that he will endeavor to 
promote anion in the chnrch at large; but 
we trust that tbe members of hk flock in Ala- 
bama are not ail actuated by so nnamiable a spir- 
it, not to nse a harsher term. Religion has ever 
beea a mighty power in every civilized, we 
might Bay in every savage state, either for good 
or evU, and it has lost none of its influence. 
Now that tbe war k over, its teachers ought to 
ose it as an agency of harmony, of conciliation, 
of “brotherly love.” Utherwke they will ere 
long loee a good deal of their power, if they 
dent incur tbe contempt of all good men. 
It k no time now to rake np religious fends, or 
to harp upon technicalitiee or hurl charges or 
indulge fo rtcrlminaUons, and tbe reverend 
ventry of both sides ought to know it They 
will only barm their'eause by such a coarse.

The OoNcRRssioxAt. Test Oath. — G jverncr 
Pelrpoint, of Virginia, according to a dispatch, 
in answer to a letter of inquiry addressed to 
him, has expressed the opinion that the Con- 
gressional test oath will not be repealed, and 
that uo man who cannot take it will. In his 
epinion, be admitted to a seat 

This is preckcly tbe opinion we expressed 
Eeveral days ago upon tbe question. We do 
net see how there can be two opinions upon ii; 
acd yet there are certain papers in the North 
which are constantly telling tbe Southern peo- 
ple that it will be repealed, that they neel tot 
be particular about electing men to Congress 
who con take it, and that, in fact, tbe men who 
can lake it ought not to be elected! We warn 
the Sontbern people against such /r»caL(') 
Those in the North who give the Southern peo- 
ple this advice are especially obnoxious to the 
Republican members of Congress of every shade 
of political opinion; and the very fact that thoee 
men are advocating the repeal of the oath and 
advising the South to disregard it ir elect'mg 
Conpretsmtn will go far to cause the whole 
Republican pei ty iu Congress to oppoc it iu a 
body. 

If the Southern people suffer thca*elves to 
be misled by the counsels either of Northern or 
Sontbern demagogues and elect men who can- 
not take the oath in question, the first, direct, 
and inevitable elftct will be to cause the Dis- 
tricts whence they hail to go unrepresented. 
But this will not be the only effect. The refu- 
sal to admit such men will naturally cause irri- 
tation and much heated debate, both in and 
out of Congress, which will tend to mutual ex- 
ospera'don, and will retard the progress of re> 
cnciliation cow so huppily going on throughout 
the country. 

Since the subject has been brought proml- 
nentiy forward and must be deemed to be now 
well understood in the South, the election by 
Southern Congressional IMstricts of men who 
cannot comply with the law as it stands will 
be regarded as a fresh exhibition -of a contumo- 
ciooB spirit and a determination to ignore or 
disregard..> riatnte of the country, which 
will be a sufficient reason with the majority 
ot Longrese for iq^orably insisting upon its 
strict enforcements 

Tbe radical members of that body wish to 
keep the South unrepresented unless negro suf- 
frage (hall be forced upon her, and they wiU be 
but too happy to seize upon any circumstanee 
that shall cause a new outbreak of sec- 
tional hatred and a corresponding strength- 
ening cf their bands. The policy of the 
Bomb k conciliation, pacification.' Bach a course 
re-enforces the Administration, and will enable 
it Iriampbantiy to carry out its friendly inten- 
tions in tbe rehabiUtation of the Southern States. 
It will rnable reasonable, fair-minded men in 
the North to sustain the President. It will give 
such men something solid to stand upon, some- 
thing upon which they can make an issue, meet 
aid defeat the radicals, both before the people 
a:d in tbe halls of legislation. A contrary pol- 
icy in the South will have Just tbe contrary ef- 
f .-ct in the North, Just the contrary effect upon 
fie Executive Administration and npon Con- 
pcES. Thk seems too plain to admit of any 
qucsllon, acd requires no argument to sustain 
it. Its bare statement is enough. 

If tbe South elect men who a.-e ineligible, 
the Northern radicals of the Sumner-Wade- 
Wilson-Sievens stripe will not be slow to take 
advantage of the blunder. “See,” they will 
exclaim to the North, “see how the rebellion 
still lives! Bee how yon are defied! Bee what 
GCri of men (he Southern people have sent to 
represent them in Cfongress! See bow thev de- 
signedly defy the laws of the countrj!” They 
will declare that secession is scotched, not 
killed, and they will derive from it an argument 
in favor of depriving the South as long as poe- 
rible of civil government, and of goveraing her 
coRsequently by military law measures. This 
will not only ^1 further increase tbe burdens 
of the public debt and keep taxes high every- 
where North and South, but it will matci-ially 
prevent tbe country from settling down into 
that state of profound repose and civil industry 
BO necessary to Us prosperity and happiness. 

The law we refer to was passed in 1802 when 
the war was fiercely raging, and the cia’um- 
Btances were of coarse vastly different then 
from what they are now, and might doubtless 
be repealed or greatly modified without any 
danger to the public good or tbe public safety, 
which the old Latins used to say k the lex tu. 
premu, the supreme law. Bat all thk does not 
affect the law as U stands, and as no man can 
reascnkbly donW it will stafid until after the 
complete organization of Congress. It will 
not be rescinded to please any man who cannot 
take the oath in queetion, and it is utter non- 
sense to expect U or to talk about such a result. 

Tbe South has long been cursed by making 
up fanciful issues and ignoring stubborn facts. 
It ought to have learned a profound lesson by 
the experience of the last five years. Its policy 
ought now to be based np>on realities instead of 
fallacies and chimeras. Statesmanship must 
grapple with facts as they exkt, however ugly 
or d'istasteful they may be. To b link or evade 
them only makes matters worse. Natural and 
pclitical laws may be for the time being ig- 
nored by a people or a commanily, but this can 
be in tbe nature of the case only fjr a moment 
Those laws wiU re-assert themselves with rrekt- 
IcsB force In spite of every opposition. Witness 
tbe illustration of thk in the phenomena of the 
late straggle. 

Upon the election of men who can and will 
take the Congrmlenol test oath by the differ- 
ent Districts in tbe Sou'.b (spends largely the 
] rogress of the work of leclothing her with tbe 
comely and beantlful garoieits of civil law and 
self-government. We havo heretofore pub- 
lished the oatb, but, for gcnwal information, we 
give the entire act in which it occurs, which 
reads as follows: 

Chapter CXXVIII.— An art to prescribe an 

C>ath of Office, and tor otter pnrpioees. 

Be if enacted by the StnaU end Iloute of Rtpre- 
trataiitet of the United Stetet of America, in 
CotiffTtst atseinbted. That hareafter every joerson 
elected or appointed to an*' office of boror or 
profit under the Govemnent of tbe United 
States, either in tbe civil, militaty, or naval de- 
partments of tbe public service, excepting the 
President of the United Sates, shall, before 
entering npon tbe duties of such offi.-e, and 
before being en itled to any of the salary 
or other emolaments thereof, take and sub- 
scribe the followine oath *r .affirmation : “I, 
A. B., do solemnly swear (or affirm), that I 
have never voluntarily borte arms against tbe 
United Slates since 1 have been a cltizsn there- 
of; tkut I have voluD’-arfiy given no -aid, 
cunntenance, counsel, or c-ncouragment to' 
IxrscLS engased in armed hostility thereto; 
that I Lave neither sought nor accepted, 
cor attempted to exercise the functions of 
My office whaiever, under anv anthority 
or pretended anthority in hostility to the United 
States; that I have not y folded a volontarv sap- 
port to any pretended government, anthoiitv, 
tower, or constltnUon within tbe United StatM 
hostile or inimical thereto. And I do further 
swear (or affirm) that, to the best of mv knowl- 
edge and ability , I will support and driend the 
Constitution of the United States aeainst all 
enemies, foreign and domestic; that I will bear 
true faitb and alle^Mce to the same; that I take 
thk obligation -freelv, without anv mental 



thk obligation -freely, without any mental 
reservation or purpose of evasion, and that I 
will well and faitbfnlly discharge the duties of 
the office on which I am about to enter, so help 
me God;” which said oath, so taken and signed, 
Shull be preserved among the files of tbe court. 
House of Congress, or department to which the 
said office may appertain. And anv person who 
sbail lalsely take the said oatb shall be guilty of 
perjury, and, on conviction, in addition to the 
penalties now prescribed for that offense, shall 
be deprived of hk office and rendered incapa- 
ble forever after of holding anv office or place 
under the United States. 

Approve d Jnly 2, 1862. 

Tbe question of negro suffrage was 
submitted to tbe people of Connecticut sev- 
eral days ago in the proposition to strike 
ont the word “white” from their State Con- 
stitntion, so as to extend the privilege of 
voting to the free men of color. The major- 
ity against the proposition k five thousand 
votes, which k very considerable in view of the 
number of voters in tbe State. Only a few days 
before the Connecticut election the people of 
Colorado voted directly npon the same ques- 
tion fo the ratification of their ConstUntion pre- 
paratory to admission into the Union as a State, 
and they also decided against negro suffrage by 
a majmity of five to one. 

These elections are very significant at this 
time, occurring, as they have done, in the very 
midst of the agitation which tbe advocates of 
negro suffrage have raked at the North. They 
have demonstrated tbe clear judgment of the 
people, acting in despite of the radical politi- 
ck ns whose extreme devotion to the negro has 
led them to snbordinate to him the character 
and interests of the white man. The result should 
be reedved by the radicals as an emphatic re- 
buke from the honest intelligence of the coun- 
tiy, and Induce them to forego, for a time at 
least, the discussion of a theory which can never 
be reduced to general practice in this country. 
The radicak should for a momeut reflect upon

We rejoice that the question in both CADrado j 
and Concecticnt was submitted to the people 
upon its own merits, it being whetbCi or not 
negroee should be allowed to vote. No quustion { 
of “intelligence,” or “morality,” or ‘'property” 
was considered in tbe clsctiun, the result of 
which shows that the popular judgment, in the 
two States, is against negro snffrage upon any 
emditions. This k tbe true ground upon which 
to disenss the snbjecL ‘'This Government,” in 
tbe language of the lamented Siephen A. Doug- 
las, “k a Government of white men,” and we 
shall always oppose the conferring of political 
fK)wer npon the negro popnlation, not only 
from the fact that they lack the virtue and in- 
telligence necessary to faithtul citizenship, bnt 
because cf their race and color The line of 
separation t«tween the white and black races k 
by nature a broad and deep one, and they can 
never be safely associated in tbe same body 
IK>litic upon terms of equality. Let the negroes 
go free, bnt let all political power in thk coun- 
try be retained exclusively in the hands of white 
mtn, whoee blood will admit of a common 
nationality. Tbe decision jost given to t'nk 
quertion by the people of Connecticut and Colo- 
rado will go far toward settling the controversy 
in every other State, and will exert an imp or- 
tant influence upon the question of admitting 
the representatives from the S-onthern Sates 
into Congress next winter. 

The Process of Pardorixc;. — W e fear the 
President will kill himself if he do not simpli- 
fy and shorten the process of granting par- 
dons! W'e don't see bow it k possible fur him 
to give personal attention to one in a score who 
are waiting for Executive clemency, and who 
he intends, of course, shall receive it. He will 
have to depend npon assistants, or the work 
will not be half done by the close of hk admin- 
istration. 

It seems to us, therefore, that another am- 
nesty proclamation wi'd be indkpensable. It k 
supposed that the excepted clashes number at 
least sixty cr seventy thousand. Now, the ex- 
pense to each one of these in gedng to Wash- 
ington and returaing, with the necessarv hotel 
exixnses there, can hardly be less than three 
hundred dollars. Thk will make an aggregate 
of eighteen million dollar:-! Th'is k a heavy 
sum for the South to pay, impoverkhed as her 
people are. But only the richer persons can 
possibly bear tbe expense at present, so that 
many of the poorer and perb.aps more deserv- 
ing persons will be prevented from obtaining 
Executive clemency at all for the present If the 
fystem now in vogue be kept up. We think 
that a general amnesty, greatly reducing the 
number of the excepted classes and grMtfog a 
pardon upon certain conditions, would be prop- 
er, and tend to expedite the process of pa^ica- 
tion which k going on. < 

What objection can be urged to such a proc- 
lamation if the pardons in question are to be 
granted at all? But they are granted every day. 
What k dene in six days by a wearisome pro- 
cess might be done in half an hour by a procla- 
mation. Tbe granting of the clemency might 
be made contingent npon certrin conditions, to 
be complied with by the parties receiving it fo 
such a way as to prevent any detriment to the 
interests of the country or any danger of dis- 
turbing the public tranquillity. 

We trust the Freridiut will soon relieve him- 
self from the bordens which must now so sorely 
oppress him in this respect. Uis life k of vast 
importance to the whole country, and anything 
that can militate against hk health he ought 
sedulously to guard .against. It k a du(y he 
ewes alike to hk countrv and himself. > 
s

of Mr. .Manrice Barnett. Sr., at the age of 80 
years. Mr. Barnett was one of the most ex- 
traordinary specimens ot vigorous longevity we 
ever knew. Nine y ears ago, at tbe Presidential 
election, he exhibited all the zeal, mental and 
physical robustness, and enthusiasm in the 
cause that dkUngnkhed any young man of half 
hk age.

The Time'^’s Washington special says: An 
erroLcC'C^^^'ression prevails with the public 
as to nf pardons thus far granted 

by the Pf^PVnt. Borne estimates place them 
as high aa twenty.five thousand. We have 
ascertained, on official authority, that the num* 
ber to and including the warrants signed this 
day amount to but two thousand six hundred 
and flfty^ight. Among those pardoned is L. 
Pope Walker, the first rebel Becrcurv of War, 
the man who gave the order to open fire upon 
Fort Sampler. 

It is proper to state that the Cabinet decline 
to recommend the pardon of any of the ex* 
cepud claese^ whose cases conie nnder the 
thirteenth ezce{Hiun, known as the 1^10,000 
dare. 

The Becretarv- of War has before*him a com- 
mnnicauofl, signed by prominent Senators and 
KepresentaUves in Congress from all Sutm, 
earnestly protesting against the mastering out 
i f the twenty.foor regiments of veteran reserves 
now in service. They ask if it Is intended to 
lednce the troops to the neoeesltiee of a peace 
csublishmcnt, that the volunteer forces now 
scattered throughout the country and anxious 
to be mastered ont be dispensed with first, 
urns leaving in the service only the regular 
army and the veteran reserves, ’ which, com- 
bined. amount to fifty-seven reftiments. Most 
of there regiments ne^ recruiting. * 

They also ask that perinMon be granted to 
teteran reaerres to reemit their regiments up 
to the full nnuiber. It urged as one of the 
leusoDS lor retaining these troops that most of 
them have received during the late war such 
todily injurirs as to unfit them for the ordinarv 
borinese avccations; and, as thev promptly and 
I atriotically volunteered to put doimtbe re- 
bellion at its commencement, thev should be re- 
tained in tbe service, and espe^Uy as it is now 
known thuta regular force will be required 
tqoal to that of the regular army and the vet- 
tran r ese rves combined. 

Secretary Stanton holds the matter nnder ad- 
visemeDt and for consultation with Gen. Grant 
on hie retnm to this city.

A eprdal to the Herald, dated Washington,

The ceremonies ware of a very nnosten- 
tKtioai character, in compliance with General 
Lee’s request hat contra^ to the wishes of 
many connected with and indaresled in the Col- 
lege, who desired to have the instaUation at- 
tended with a great deal ef pomp and display.

6th, says: The activity <ff the demand for pub- 
lic lands continnes with remarkable Increase 
througboat all the West The reports from 
local land agents, to the general land office of 
the business transacted during the month of 
September, indicate the extent of sales. 

The tffioe of l^nviUe, Mo , reports 28 000 
acres of Government lands daken .nn and wetu* 
ally eettied upon besidea the net 'cash sales, 
which amounted, during the same month, to 
three thonsand doilan. tTSa-ifinds bonght for 
cash are mostly alternate reserved railroad sec- 
tions, which sell at two dollars and fifty cents 
per acre. At Fort Dodge. Iowa, nearlv five 
thonsand acres are reported mtered and wttled 
upon, and at Menasa, Wis., two thousand five 
hundred dollars from cash sales.

27 has the 
following in relation to the Fenian excitement: 
Some fifiy arrests have made in Dublin, nearly 
as many in Cork, and a few in Liverpool and 
some of the mannfactaring towns, Lancaster 
among the rest. A lew Irish-Americona have 
b< en arrested, and for others rewards of £'200 and 
£300 are offered. One Murphy, fr jm Boeton, 
on being arrested, said he should represent his 
cnee to Mr. Seward. On the mere mention of 
tl;at name he was set free by tbe antuoriUes at 
Dublin Castle. The panic 'at Cork and other 
towns in the Southwest has not dinoinbhed. 
There have been runs upon local bonks. Steam- 
ers and paesengers and baggage have been 
Fearched for documents, «&& A gnatioat is 
crnkiDg off Cork harbor to Intercept tbe Yan- 
kee ship which is said to be on the way to Ire- 
land with arms for the Fenians. Two officers 
of the Coik garrison have been arrested, and 
there are rumors that a considerable portion of 
the garrison are sworn Fenians. 

A notable feature of the affair is the hnmble 
rank of thoee who have been arrested. They 
are generally tradesmen, clerks, citizens, etc. 
1 he most considerable prisoners in Oablin are 
tstiore. 

The chief informer against the Feniaas ap- 
pears to have been one who had been advanced 
to the grade of Colonel in tbe great Fenian 
army, but having no pay, rations, or forage, 
suitable to his rank, had suffered to go to 
the work-house. This onfortunate dignitary, 
brooding ever tls wrongs, conclnded that low 
treason to his associates wonld be more profita- 
ble than high treason agaicst onr sovereign la- 
dy tbe Queen, and sold them to Sir Robert at the 
castle. 

The informer, who has the credit of being the 
first to betray tbe Fenians, is said to have bem 
a violent Orangeman, who went to Cork and 
pretended to become a Catholic and very pa- 
ti iotic. Unless tbe ship loaded with American 
Fenians with arms and supplies, which is well 
on tbe way, sncceeds in limding in spite of the 
ironclads and gunboats on the Irish coast, we 
shall not bear much more of the Fenian organ- 
ization in Ireland. Two or three hnudred wUl 
be arreeted, and of these a dozen or more wUl 
be tried for treason and tentenced to penal ser- 
vitude as mild examples. Even these will soon 
bejt^doned. 

The 'Tribune to-morrow wlU pnbliah a letter 
from Raleigh, written on the 23ih ulL, giviiig 
details of the assembling and organ! iallon of 
tbe State Convention. The vrriter says: Mem- 
bere are evidently mack at their ease, and indi- 
cate by their deportment thiti they are not 
strangers in the place. A large majority have 
been R^resentatives from their reepective 
(xaititA, and are leaders in their section. Five 
at least were membere of tbe C'jnvention which 
carried tbe State ont. and signed the ordinance 
of secession. All but three comities— Curri- 
tuck, Caldwell, and Greene— are represented, 
117 delegaUs answering to their names.

’The Wertz Military Commission re-assembled 
to-day. 

James Thnrmeger, of tbe 18th Veteran Re- 
serve Corpe, testified that from December IsL 
1861, to the 4th of March, 1862, he was a prb- 
oner at Tnscaloosa, Ala. 

Mr. Schade said that be was going to show 
bv thb witness that Wertz received at that 
place #700 or #800 in gold from the prisoners, 
witness being one of them, and that they were 
l«rmitted to draw money from time to time, 
and the balance retanted' to them without any 
reduction. 

The Judge Advocate supposed the counsel 
proposed to prove good reputation, but such 
defrnse was an improper one.

The witness then replied to tbe qneMion— are 
you actiuaintod with the character of Wertz for 
bomantty and kindness — I knew nnthirig about 
U, not having heard any particular remarks on 
the BofoecL 

Mr. &'bade said when the proseention closed 
and tbe defence was about to commence the 
oonnsel for tbe prisoner aaked for eight days In 
ordM* that they might make tha requaite pre- 
paration. He now asktd that the Commission 
will adjunrn till to-morroV 'week. Thh was 
necessary in order to do jnsUce to the prisoner 
as well as to tbemaelvss. With the view to save 
expense they had discharged several witnesses, 
whose testimony would come under that char- 
acter, which bad been ruled to be irrellrant by 
an adjonrnment Tbe Government would not 
be the looser, for they would lie able to finish 
tbe trial. 

’The (}onrl— We nnderstand that you have 
w iinesses in tbe city. 

Mr. Schade— We' have. 

The Court— Tbtn go on. 

Mr. Schade— We will have to wait till the 
altneeses come. 

Judge- Advocate Chipman— The Court b not 
icspomible for the delay of witnesses. He 
knew from experience that the preliminary ex- 
amination of witnesecs could progress at tbe 
rateof taentv-five a day. Every adjournment 
of tbe court had been of as much benefit to the 
defense as to the prosecution. Some of the 
witnesses for tbe defense had been here more 
than a month, and every power which the Gov- 
ernment possesses bad been employed to en- 
able the defendant to bring them hither. He 
look cocasion to say that certain prrties men- 
tioned in the newspapers, meaning Gens. Lee, 
Jc'hnkton, and others, had not been subpieuaed, 
but be had been Informed that applicatiem 
would be made to bring them into conn. 

The prcsecuUon had been more than usually 
liberal, including the fur nishin g to tbe counsel 
for the defense of a copy of the dally records. 
There being two gentleihen engaged m counsel 
for the prisoner, one of them could devote his 
time to tbe preliminary examination of their 
wiinessre, while tbe other could be in constant 
attendance in conrL Tbe record showed that 
every indulgence had Iieen granted to the coun- 
sel lor the prisoner, both within and outside 
tbe court. 

Mr. Schade alluded to tbe fact that tbe record 
for the prosecution occupied 3.580 pagta, nearly 
2,900 of which are devoted to tbe proseention.

This to a reform which has long 
bt en n^td, and to strictly founded on colonial 
rights. It will prove a great relief the Charles- 
ton, which thus paid nearly one-third of the 
iraportsintbe State. A Senator is asslgpied to 
each judicial district, except in tbe judicial dis- 
trict of Charleston, which constitutes, nnder 
tbe present arrangement, two election districts. 
'The city, composed of the late parishes of St 
I Phillips and 8L Nicholas, forms one election 
districL with two Senators; and the former 
partobes of Christ Church, St. Johns. Berkelv, 
St James. Goose Creek, St. Thomas, St. Denis, 
/ante, and Cotion constitute another election 
district nnder tbe name of tbe Election Dis- 
trict of Berkelv, and entitled to one Senator. 

Tbe Honse of Representatives remains the 
same, 'with the proviso that no one election dis- 
trict shall be assigned more than twelve repre- 
aentalive^ The quota of Charleston heretofore 
was twenty. In other respects the provisions 
on this rira roce vote had been substituted in 
the General Assembly for tbe suffrage by MloL 
The cfllce of Governor, which has, in a meas- 
ure, been nominal in its character, to invested 
with great power and the term extended to four 
years.

No cne In Richmond except that bodv of 
men knew cf the circumstance for six months 
after. Meanwhile tbe victim did not recover. 
He drooped from day to day. He became Itot- 
iess, hopeless, snd vacant. He was trnosferrcd 
to kis own home, where hto convulsions ceased 
a few weeks before hto death, which was tran- 
quil and calm. 

He died wltbont ore hope of the success of 
tbe Sentbern RrpnbUc he had a.splred to found 
and govern; for wbich he had labored dav and 
night for twenty five years; to which ha had 
sacrificed hto people, tbe Union of the Slates, 
and the chosen institutions of the South, a bro- 
ken-hearted man, “nnwcpL unhonored, and 
nnsnng .”
